New  Learning  Resource 
Credit  Grant 

The  previous  25%  "Basic" 
Learning  Resource 
Acquisition  Subsidy  Grant  has 
been  modified  to  a per 
student  credit  at  the  LRDC 
and  is  now  called  the 
Learning  Resource  Credit 
Grant. 

The  purpose  of  the  new 
1993-94  Learning  Resource 
Credit  Grant  is  to  assist 
eligible  Alberta  school 
authorities  in  providing 
educational  programming  to 
students  in  Alberta  from 
Grades  1 to  12.  Learning 
resources  are  available  at 
subsidized  prices  (25%)  to  a 
credit  dollar  amount 
maximum  when  carried  by 
and  purchased  from  the 
LRDC. 

The  credit  grant  applies  to 
Grade  1-12  students  enrolled 
by  September  30,  1992,  who 
were  less  than  20  years  of 
age  on  September  1 , 1 992. 

The  credit  applies  to  all 
learning  resources  carried  by 
the  LRDC. 

The  operating  principles  and 
procedures  for  the  new 
1993-94  Learning  Resources 
Credit  Grant  are  outlined  in  a 
letter  and  information 
package  that  were  mailed 
from  the  LRDC  to  eligible 
school  authorities  in  April.

New  Single  High 
School  Diploma 

Beginning  in  the  1994-95 
school  year,  Alberta  students 
will  work  towards  a new  single 
Alberta  High  School  Diploma. 
The  change  from  the  current 
two-diploma  system  is  being 
made  following  extensive 
consultation  with  school 
boards,  teachers,  parents, 
students  and  representatives 
of  business  and  industry. 

Under  the  new  single  diploma: 

- all  students  will  be 

required  to  earn  a 

minimum  of  100  credits  in 

high  school,  including: 

• English  — a minimum 
of  15  credits 

• Social  studies  — a 
minimum  of  15  credits 

• Mathematics  — a 
minimum  of  10  credits 

• Science  — a minimum 
of  10  credits 

• Physical  education  — 
a minimum  of  3 credits 

• Career  and  life 
management  (CALM) 

3 credits 

• Career  and  technology 
studies  (CTS)  or  fine 
arts  or  second 
languages  — a 
minimum  of  10  credits 
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. Grade  12  courses  — a 
minimum  of  10  credits 
in  addition  to  English 
and  social  studies. 

- excellent  achievement 
will  be  recognized  in  all 
subjects  on  the  transcript. 
HONOURS  will  be  printed 
beside  each  course  in 
which  a mark  of  80%  or 
higher  is  achieved. 

- the  Transcript  of 
Achievement  will  have 
courses  grouped  by 
subject  area  to  provide 
clearer  information  on 
areas  of  student 
specialization.  This  will 
also  benefit  employers  in 
referring  to  the  transcript 
for  information  on 
knowledge  and  skills  of 
the  student. 

Prior  to  the  implementation  of 
the  new  single  diploma 
system  in  1994-95, 
information  packages  will  be 
developed  for  schools, 
students,  parents  and  the 
business  sector,  to  help 
explain  the  new  approach  and 
help  students  plan  their  high 
school  futures. 

Until  the  General  and 
Advanced  Diplomas  are 
phased  out  in  1997,  students 
currently  in  one  of  these 
programs  will  have  the 
opportunity  of  continuing  to 
work  toward  one  of  these 
diplomas  or  the  new  single 
diploma. 

Beginning  in  the  1994-95 
school  year,  the  Alberta  High 
School  Diploma  will  be 
available  to  qualifying 
students.

Relieving  the  "Credit 
Crunch”  for  Students 
Taking  Three  or  More 
Sciences 

Recent  changes  to  the  senior 
high  school  science  programs 
have  prompted  some 
educators  to  raise  the  issue  of 
whether  students  in  Grade  1 1 
can  take  three  or  more  20- 
level  science  courses,  other 
core  programs,  CALM  20,  and 
fit  in  programs,  such  as  fine 
arts. 

To  alleviate  the  "credit 
crunch"  that  some  students 
taking  three  sciences  may 
experience,  schools  may  wish 
to  consider  a variety  of 
alternatives  in  programming 
for  students.  Five  suggested 
alternatives  are  outlined 
below. 
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Alternative  1 

Offer  CALM  20  in  the  second 
semester  of  Grade  1 0, 
thereby  allowing  students  to 
take  a 5-credit 

complementary  course,  such 
as  fine  arts,  in  Grade  11. 

Alternative  2 

Offer  Science  10  in  the  first 
semester,  and  one  of  either 
Biology  20  or  Chemistry  20  in 
the  second  semester  of  Grade 
10,  thereby  opening  a slot  for 
a 5-credit  complementary 
course  in  Grade  11.  This 
alternative  will  work  best  for 
those  students  who  are  most 
capable  in  science.  Students 
who  are  less  capable,  and 
who  have  not  made  up  their 
minds  about  which  courses  to 
take,  may  find  this  a less 
desirable  alternative. 

Alternative  3 

Offer  Science  10  as  a full- 
year  course,  and  offer  Biology 
20  in  the  second  semester  if 
Science  10,  Unit  2 is 
completed  by  December. 
Alternatively,  if  Science  10, 
Unit  3 is  completed  in  place  of 
Unit  2,  then  Chemistry  20 
may  be  offered  in  the  second 
semester  of  Grade  10. 

Physics  20  would  be  offered 
in  Grade  11.  This  alternative 
allows  the  student  to  take  a 5- 
credit  complementary  course 
in  Grade  1 1 . Students  who 
have  already  made  up  their 
minds  about  studying 
chemistry  or  biology  will  also 
benefit  from  this  alternative. 
For  some  students,  taking 
both  Science  10  and  one  or 
two  other  full  courses  in 
science  may  prove  to  be  a 
heavy  load  in  the  second 
semester. 


Alternative  4 

Offer  Science  10  and  Biology 
20  simultaneously  to  Grade 
10  students  for  a 10-credit 
package.  Science  10,  Units  1 
and  2 would  be  emphasized 
in  the  beginning.  Once  Unit  2 
is  completed,  students  would 
begin  Biology  20.  At  this 
point,  the  student  could  be 
taking  Science  10  and  Biology 
20  with  somewhat  greater 
emphasis  on  the  latter  to 
offset  the  initial  emphasis  on 
Science  10,  Units  1 and  2. 
This  alternative  opens  a 5- 
credit  slot  in  Grade  11  for  a 
complementary  course. 

Alternative  5 

Offer  Science  10  as  a full- 
year  course,  and  offer  the  first 
half  of  one  of  Biology  20  or 
Chemistry  20  in  the  second 
semester  of  Grade  10.  The 
second  half  of  Biology  20  or 
Chemistry  20  may  be  picked 
up  in  Grade  11.  Upon 
successful  completion,  the 
student  receives  credits  for 
the  20-level  course.  With 
guidance  from  Alberta 
Education,  schools  would 
decide  how  to  split  Biology  20 
or  Chemistry  20  into  two 
halves.  This  alternative  is  the 
least  desirable  because  the 
curricular  links  among  the 
units  of  study  within  a course 
would  be  difficult  to  make.  It 
would  enable  students  to  take 
only  a 3-credit  fine  arts  course 
in  Grade  1 1 . 

Note: 

Science  20  should  not  be 
offered  in  this  manner,  as 
aspects  of  integration  of  the 
sciences  central  to  the  design 
of  the  courses  would  be 
compromised.  It  will, 
therefore,  be  taken  by 
students  in  Grade  11.  In 
addition,  Physics  20  should 
not  be  offered  in  this  manner 


because  students  benefit  from 
having  completed 
Mathematics  10  before  taking 
Physics  20. 

In  summary,  all  alternatives 
involve  students  taking  some 
Grade  11  courses  in  Grade 
10,  thereby  enabling  them  to 
take  programs,  such  as  fine 
arts,  in  their  Grade  1 1 year.

Science 

Field  Validation  of  20-level 
Courses  and  Resources 

The  field  validation  of  the 
20-level  science  courses 
began  in  September  1992  and 
will  end  in  late  June  1993.  As 
was  the  case  last  semester, 
information  from  field 
validation  sites  is  being 
collected  using  a variety  of 
methods  including  evaluation 
forms  and  teleconferences. 
The  data  and  other  pertinent 
information  is  being 
assembled  and  analyzed  with 
a view  to  fine  tuning  program 
documents  and  seeking 
advice  from  committees. 

The  Secondary  Science 
Advisory  Committee  chaired 
by  Roger  Palmer  will  meet  in 
June  to  review  the  progress 
made  to  date  in  the 
development  and 
implementation  of  the  new 
science  programs,  the  field 
test  results,  and  comments 
from  teachers  and  other 
Albertans. 

In  June,  the  Secondary 
Science  Advisory  Committee 
on  Curriculum  Standards  will 
hold  its  first  meeting  to  review 
the  standards  for  the  new 
science  programs. 
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The  advice  received  from  the 
committees  and  field 
validation  data  will  help  revise 
and  refine  the  program 
documents  and  determine 
what  remains  to  be  done  to 
ensure  successful  program 
implementation  at  the  10,  20 
and  30  levels.  For  these 
reasons,  and  to  ensure  that 
the  length  of  the  course  and 
the  amount  of  content  is 
appropriate  to  the  audience 
and  the  time  available, 
interim  authorization  for  the 
20-level  courses  will  be 
requested  until  the  total 
program  is  completed. 

Visions  2 Student  Text 
and  Teacher's  Guide 

On  the  basis  of  the  field 
validation  information,  the 
science  team  suggested 
many  changes  to  the  field 
validation  draft  of  Visions  2 
and  teacher's  guide.  The 
significant  changes  included 
major  revisions  of  chapters 
relating  to  Unit  3 of  the 
Science  20  Course  of  Studies. 
These  and  other  changes 
were  made  to  ensure  that  the 
text  more  closely  reflects  the 
intent  of  the  course  and  better 
matches  the  audience  for  this 
course. 

Changes  to  Science  20 

The  following  changes  have 
been  made  to  date  and 
additional  changes  will  be 
made  at  the  end  of  the  field 
test. 

- The  depth  of  treatment  for 
particular  knowledge 
learner  expectations  has 
been  limited  and  more 
clearly  defined. 

- Skills  statements  that 
were  deemed  too  general 
have  been  made  more 
specific  to  better 
delineate  the  required 
depth  of  treatment. 


- Knowledge  and  skills 
statements  regarding  the 
necessity  for  a field  study 
have  been  clarified. 

- Knowledge  and  skills 
statements  requiring  a 
high  level  of  theoretical 
and  mathematical 
knowledge  have  been 
restated  to  focus  on  the 
application  of  knowledge. 
For  example,  in  Unit  3 the 
knowledge  and  skills 
statements  related  to 
Faraday's  Laws  and 
solution  stoichiometry 
have  been  deleted. 

- Some  topics  have  been 
reorganized  to  better 
reflect  a natural 
progression. 

Other  Changes 

Changes  have  also  been 
made  to  the  other  20-level 
science  courses  as  well  as  to 
the  30-level  courses  of  study. 
Revised  programs  of  study  for 
the  20-30  level  courses  will 
be  mailed  to  schools  for  early 
June  review  and  planning.
